Rural  District  Council. 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  the  Third  curtailed  war-time 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District. 


Nothing  of  note  affecting  the  public  health 
occurred  during  the  year  except  that  mass  diphtheria 
immunisation  among  the  children  from  1 to  16  years  was 
carried  out.  The  response  from  the  school  children 
(67*)  was  moderately  good,  but  the  percentage  of 
children  under  five  protected  was  disappointingly  small. 


Apart  from  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  which 
caused  minor  epidemics  the  amount  of  infectious  disease 
was  small  and  there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  among  the 
civil  population.

HOUSING. 


The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  inspected  under  the 
Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  was  685,  and  the  number  of 
inspections  and  re-inspections  was  1019* 

The  number  of  houses  found  not  in  a reasonable  state  of 
repair  was  130  and  the  number  rendered  fit  in  consequence  of 
informal  action  was  108. 

Nine  houses  previously  condemned  were  demolished  during 
the  year’. — 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

CARCASES  INSPECTED  OR  CONDEMNED. 

All  slaughtering  is  now  done  under  Government  contract 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Newport  and  Ryde. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-seven  pounds  of  meat  and  other 
foods  wore  condemned  in  shops. 

Sixty-six  pigs  were  inspected  after  slaughter  under  permit 
for  private  consumption.

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  prevalence  of  non-notif iable  Infectious  Diseases  is 
estimated  from  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Head  Teachers  of  the 
Schools.  These  returns  for  the  year  show  that  there  were  122 
oases  of  Chicken-pox,  80  of  Influenza,  32  of  Scabies,  3 of 
German  Measles  and  2 of  Ringworm.
